Re: Audit of the Town of Hancock 
February 10, 1947 to February 10, 1948 


Cash ($2395.90) 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of Febru- 
ary 10, 1948, was $2023.69. The check book balance 
was reconciled with the bank statement and found to 
be in agreement. Cash on hand of $372.21 was verified 
by actual count. 


Accounts Receivable ($754.81) 


This receivable consists of $656.03 due from the 
State for snow removal and the balance of $98.78 is 
due from other towns for pauper supplies, for which - 
the town has not been reimbursed 


Taxes Receivable ($308.37) 

The records of the tax collector were examined and 
tle warrant of commitment was in agreement with the 
Assessors’ records. 


The commitment was accounted for by cash col- 
lections of $24,355.25, abaements of $86.98, and unpaid 
taxes of $274.93 ag reflected on the records of the col- 
lector. 


The balance due for previous years is $33.44. . 


Tax Liens ($40.51) -~> 


Jollections and credits were checked and found to 
be properly recorded. 


Aceounts Payable ($328.00) 


This represents the amount due the State for snow 
plowing for the year 1947.

Deterred Revenue ($1158.72) 


Prepaid 1948 excise taxes were received prior to 
the closing of the books. Credit is carried forward io 
the 1948 municipal year for proper application. 


Net Deficit ($5884.89) 


At the close of the year the town had a net deficit 
of $5884.39. Reference to Exhibit A shows the town 
had a net surplus of $2019.57 last year. This decrease 
was caused by the issue of $7900.00 notes for purchase 
of school buses. 


General: 


Revenue obtained from 1947 excise taxes was 
checked and found to be accounted for and properly 
reeorded. All revenue from this source was Be to 
administration. 


Vouchers and payrolls were examined in part and 
those examined appeared to be proper charges to the 
accounts involved,

The task of maintaining a proper balance between 
providing for necessary needs and staying within the 
limits ot ability to pay is a delicate responsibility eall- 
ing for the understanding of everyone concerned. in 
Hancock, as elsewhere, the matter must be approached 
(realistically and with cooperation. it is opvious that 
there is room for improvement in your two gerade 
schools and the question is ‘‘just how mueb and 
when’’? Shall you undertake now to construct a mod- 
ern consoliaaied elementary school or would it be 
inore advisable to wait for a more opportune time? 
Would it be better to patch up existing facilities or let 
tugs drift as they are pending a better tomorrow? 
Perhaps there is no right answer but ai least there is 
pienty of room for improvement no matter how one 
feels. 


t is estimated by authorities in Augusta that : 
new type 4-room elementary school building would 
cost at the present time approximately $40,0JU. 
Some new buildings have been constructed recently fo. 
more money and a few for much less. The town owes 
$7900.00 for the recently purchased schoo! buses. It is 
expected that $2000.00 will be paid this year on th. 
loan from the school maintenance account and ihere 
is some likelihood of getting $500.00 from the State 
under a special project fund in December -1948. If the 
town gets in the equalization class as a result of this 
year’s appropriation for school maintenance, and con- 
tinues so, you can expect an annual subsidy from tlie 
State of $790.00 as a 10% bus depreciation for the fol- 
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lowing four years. The total recommendations of $16,- 
910.00 for 1948-1949 for all school purposes is a size- 
apie sum and does not include any amount to be set 
aside for a later building project. 


if you decide to postpone undertaking a new 
building program until after the buses are paid for 
you may stil] want to make a start, no matter how 
small. Lf so, you could appropriate and set aside a 
sum, possibly $2000.00, in addition to your other school 
monies. Or, you might want to authorize your school 
vuliding committee to select and negotiate for a cen- 
ival school building site as tangible evidence oi good 
faith. This committee, if so empowered at this coming 
town mecting, could come prepared a year tence nol 
oily to recommend a location but also the amouni of 
moiuey needed to make the purchase. Even the thoughts 
of it gives one hope for better days to come. 


lf you are to maintain the ‘‘status quo’’ and con- 
tiuue on as you are for the next several years then you 
must give consideration to improving present needs 
within reasonable limits. You will want to make certain 
that the buildings are warm and clean; that pupils are 
equipped with enough books and supplies; and there 
Is noi too much overcrowding. This can bedone withour 
too much added burden providing you are all behind 
such a program. First of all, you need to increase your 
cpair and Equipment appropriation this year enough 
to do several necessary jobs. These suggestions are 
listed under the recommendations for repairs. You 
Will need to support. the school maintenance budgeci 
as recommended to insure enough of what it takes for 
the next fiseal year. You will need to back up a possible 
recommendation that the sub-primary grade be elim- 
inated, at least for the time being, because of the in- 
crease in grade enrollments. | am certain that you do 
not want any one of the classrooms overburdened with 
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more than fifty pupils for a full school year. In the 
event this change is made, beginning pupils will be ad- 
mitted directly to the first grade providing they are 
six years of age on or by December 31st next, follow- 
ing the opening of school in September. As you can see 
they will not get behind a grade and they will be a 
year more mature to undertake school work for the 
first time. 


These school problems which you are facing are 
important ones and they must be considered. They 
cannot be pushed aside nor can they be answered by 
wishful thinking.

Annual Report for Hancock, January 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1947, Bureau of Health Nursing Service: 


Tt has been said that the health of the child is the 
responsibility | of the parent, but the concern of the 
lcommunity. There was a time when public schools 
were not aecepted as a community responsibility. Ths v 
were all private. So in health work we are beginuin® 
to realize that health too is a community RAGES 2) 


Leaders in programs to promote health and wel- 
fare have proven that the care of the child begins be- 
fore he is born, and that much attention should be giv- 
en to the expectant mother, infant and preschool ehild. 
By focusing attention ‘on this group many of the 
health problems among the school age group are go- 
ing to be eliminated. We have only to look at the birth 
statistics for 1947 to realize the tremendous amount 
of work to be done. Statistics show that in 1947 Maine’s 
population had a natural increase of. 20,609 excess 
births over deaths. 


Because Haneock has ‘a nurse employed by the 
Maine Public Health Association to do the school and 
{uberenlosis work, your Bureau of Health nurse has 
spent her time working with prenatal patients, in- 
fants, preschool children, and on the vetiereal discasc 
eontrol program. “To carry out this program health 
super ision calls have been made. i . 


- Health idetivities epbinored by your'local Healt! 
Gunite consisted of the Child Health Conferene 
which was held this sammer ,and a talk on nutrition 
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eiven at the Woman’s Club in February. The taik was 
eiven by Miss Isobel Patterson, Consultant in Nutri- 
tion for the State Bureau of Health. 


It is impossible for your public health nurse to 
work alone. To carry on any public health program, 
community understanding and backing is necessary. 
Your !ocal Health Committee has done much to pro- 
mote the health program. We are all working toward 
a common goal, namely a healthier, happier child. To 
achieve our goal 1t is necessary for all of us interested 
in child health and welfare to lend our strength and 
support. By working together, much will be accom- 
plished and we can look forward to a healthier, hap- 
pier future for our children.

To the Citizens of the Town of Hancock: 


i hereby submit a brief report of the service ren- 
dered the Town by the Flanders Bay Nursing Service 
for a period beginning January 1, 1947, to December 
4) ( AT 
le Loe (. 


The annual January weighing of 137 pupils was 
colpleted and conferences were held with teachers 
(and pupils as to the necessary corrections for pupils 
in order to profit by their health supervision and qual- 
ify for the new Health Certificates. Forty-four pupils 
received these certificates, and 14 received the com- 
plete 10 eredits. 
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At the Chest X-ray Clinie in Ellsworth 13 were x- 
rayed. Patch testing for tuberculosis was offered the 
incoming class: tested 20—all negative. A new pro- 
eram, that of chest x-raying all school personnel, was 
completed in October at the State Clinic in Ellsworth. 
The school drinking water has also been tested. Rou- 
fine visits and special class room inspections have 
been made and help given teachers with health prob- 
iems whenever needed. 


The school immunization program was conducted 
by Dr. Sumner, assisted by the Nurse. Vaccinated, 26; 
diphtheria immunization, 20; Schick tests, 4. The 
schoo] took an active part in the fight against tube:. 
culosis by buying pencils, Santa Claus buttons and 
bangle ping placed in the schools during Seal Sale 
mouth. 


The audiometer loaned us by the Maine Public 
Health Association was used with pupils from the 4th 
orade—tested 68; retested 17—and nine were found 
to have defective hearing. 


Annual school inspection was completed in Nov- 
ember. Notices of defects were sent to parents. A full 
report was left with each teacher.
